Court Usurped Powers 


Assistant Attorney General Shows Congress ‘Can 
Limit Judges—Blasts Argument Reform

cated nothing more drastic himself. 
The Assistant Attorney General in- 
directly proved a wealth of material 
for those progressives who at a 
future date may seek to have Con- | 
gress, by a simple piece of legisla- 
tion, forbid the court from in- 
validating its acts. 


ANSWERS “PRECEDENT” 
ISSUE 


Considerable speculation; arose 
today as to just where Senator Pat 
McCarran, Democrat of Nevada, 
on the Presidents ill. 
Counted among its supporters, he 
produced a surprise when he asked 
Jacksofm if the appointment of six 
new judges under such circum- 
stances might not undermine the 
confidence of the people in the 
Court.” 

Jackson replied that the “pres- 
ent situation is far more dangerous

as far as undermining confidence in

When the question of “setting a 
dangerous precedent” for the fu- 
ture was raised by Senator Edward

He declared that a conservative 
government wouldn't need the court 
on its side, since either a conser- 
vative President or a conservative 
Congress is sufficient to block 
legislation. “With an immovable 
Congress or an immovable Presi- 
dent, no conservative would mind 
an immovable court,” he said. 

Senator O'Mahoney, Liberal Dem- 
ocrat of Wyoming, who until yes- 
terday had n counted as squarely 
behind the bill, again indicated that 
he may now be among the opposi- 
tion. Declaring that the measure 
would not limit the court’s veto 
power, he said he favored a Con- 
stitutional amendment. 

By way of reply, Senator Hatch 
of New Mexico brought out that 
the bill in “no way interferes with 
the pushing of an amendment at 
the same time.” 


CITES HISTORY OF 
USURPATION 


In his picture of how the Court, 
step by step, had illegally assumed 
the power of veto over Congress, 
Jackson showed how it had always 
over-reached itself only for the 
benefit of special privilege. 

He demonstrated how the Four- 
teenth Amendment, passed to in- 
sure rights for the Negroes, had 
been extended by the Supreme 


Court “to protect corporations.” 
Later it was twisted from a guar- 
antee of fair procedure into a means 
of preventing the State “from en- 
acting almost any kind of economic 
legislation.” Today an amendment 
originally passed “in the interests 
of freedom has brought forth new 
kinds of oppression,” he said. 
Jackson also used the example of 
the Fourteenth Amendment to show 
that the ame process, far 
from solving the. major problems, 
might result in new difficulties due 
to the interpretation of the court. 
Blasting the theory of the Su- 
preme Court being the protector of 
States’ rights, Jackson showed that 
the court defended the rigats of

He attacked the present majority 
on the Court as having “an im- 
Placable opposition to the use of 
national power to accomplish the 
policies so overwhelmingly indorsed 
by the voters.” 

This “frank hostility of these jus- 
tices,” he continued, “has been 
openly countéd on by interested 
groups to defeat much important 
legislation.”

2,100 SIT DOWN

were closed when a sitdown strike 
was called by Local 1102 of the 
United Electrical and Radio Work- 
ers of America, a C.1.0. affiliate. 
- While 300 are inside holding the 
plants, the 1,800 who walked out 
are maintaining strong picket lines. 
The strikers demand an increase of 
10 cents an hour; a minimum rate 
of 50 cents an hour and recognition 
of the union. 

Approached by William Sentner, 
O.. O. organizer, for a conference 
on the demands, Joseph Newman, 
president of the Emerson Co., said 
he would deal only with the com- 
pany union Setup.

AKRON, Ohio, March 11.— 
Union rubber workers of the Fire- 
stone Tire and Rubber Co. voted 
today to make their strike for com- 
plete union recognition an official 
action of their organization. 

Leaving the picket lines, which 
they had held in the bitter cold 
since Tuesday, in charge of 
brother unionists from the Good- 
rich and Gooryear plants, the Fire- 
stone workers marched to the Akron 
armory for a mass meeting of the 
union. 

After hearing a report of the 


lot for an official strike. Less than 
a hundred out of 3,000 votes cast 
were against the strike. 

Massed pickets have sealed every 
gate tight of the Firestone plants 
in Akron since Tuesday, when the 
company rejected the union de- 
mand for complete recognition, and

» Revival of talk about President Roose- 
velt taking the initiative in calling a world 
conference to discuss measures to preserve 
world peace has more foundation, if not 
official confirmation, than ever before. Lat- 
est authority is The Week, a highly informative news 
service of London, that on more than one occasion 
has forecast most important political developments. 
The Week declares, in its latest issue, that such a 
conference will most likely be held within 30 days. 
However speculative that might

ican monetary agreement. It is quite understandable 
that the French People’s Front government should 
have been the first to have felt he prelirninary  finan- 


cial barrage of the war situation. If the People’s 

t government can be wrecked from within and 

without (that is, by the collaboration of Hitler with 
de la Rocque and the Doriot gang) then war becomes 
an easier prospect for the Nazis. 

But the Roosevelt government, from its own eco- 
nomic and financial interests, as well as because the 
war danger in Europe is so inextricably interlinked 
with Japan's threat of war in the Pacific, has begun 
to realize that some form of collaboration with France 
may yet be necessary. 

The reports about these developments are still more 
rumor than fact; but there is no doubt that both 
Ambassador Bullitt and other Roosevelt representa- 
tives have had important talks with Premier Blum of 
France, involving a strengthening of the Anglo- 
French-American monetary understanding, as a pre- 
liminary basis for some possible peace undertaking. 

In the United States, the reactionaries are already 
initiating their attacks against any such prospective 
collaboration, on the ground that financial aid to 
Blum would violate the Johnson Act, and that co- 
operation of democratic nations would destroy Amer- 
ica’s “isolation.” In fact, the degree to which col- 
laboration may be advancing can be gauged best by 
watching the attacks of the Hearsts and others against 
France and against all forms of “meddling in Euro- 
pean affairs.” 

* 

The daily press carries only the vaguest reports 
of the behind-the-scenes conferences between Amer- 
ican and French government representatives in Paris; 
or about the voluminous correspondence and conversa- 
tions that are burning up the wires between London, 
Paris and Washington. However, bankers closer to 
the golden threads of international finance are fully 
aware of what is happening. We get a glimpse of the 
developments taking place, also, from the confidential 
Whaley-Eaton Service, which, in its March 9, 1937, 
issue, said: 

The latest moves by Blum, the Anglo-French- 
American conversations, and the decision to 
strengthen the tripartite currency agreement, are 
parts of the major economic pressure that is de- 
vised to coerce Hitler and force from him an ac- 
commodation.” 

No one should have any illusory optimism about 
the bankers’ desire to coerce Hitler. However, the 
money changers financing the huge war programs in 
Britain are afraid of a world monetary crisis, especially 
inflation, that might bring on a new cyclical economic 
crises sooner than is generally expected. 

. 


For example, Neville Chamberlain, Chancellor of 
the British Exchequer, frankly expressed his fear that 
the arms race would undermine the precarious finan- 
cial stability of the leading imperialist powers. Speak- 
ing at Edinburgh recently, the Chancellor warned: 

“Nothing but stark necessity would have made 
me confess to such a negation of common sense and 
common 1 pend (as the huge armament program 
entails) . I cannot dismiss the hope that we and 
the other nations of Europe may presently find some 
less suicidal way of ending our fears and suspicions 
of one another before we are all ruined by our own 
efforts to defend ourselves.” 

Yet the main point of difference between a Cham- 
berlain and Hitler is over what concessions should be 
made to the Nazis to induce them to see matters more 
clearly, not to maintain the peace, but to refrain from 
disturbing the British Empire by insisting on the re- 
turn of British-owned colonies. 

Wall Street sources declare Hitler will not be ready 
to talk concessions until the Fascist war against Span- 
ish democracy is won by the puppet-General Franco. 

Certainly a conference called on Roosevelt's initia- 
tive, which has been more stubbornly rumored than 
almost any other world event, would be of the greatest 
importance. But will Roosevelt wait in the middle- 
of-the-road until the Pascist war juggernaut marches 
by beyond recall? 


lowing in Norman Thomas’ column in the 
Socialist Call of March 18: ; 

“Roosevelt made one of the greatest 
speeches of his career on the Supreme Court 
issue. What a pity that he did not make it 
during the campaign and get a mandate for 
a fundamental cure of judicial supremacy 
through a constitutional amendment! 

“It is a rather serious weakness that the 
President should now discover a crisis he 
would not admit during the campaign. We 
do need action now, but while I should vote 
for his proposals, they are no real cure.

Pointing to the use of member- 
ship color bars as effective devices 
for keeping Negroes from jobs in 
the industry, speakers at the meet- 
ing pointed out that recent fed- 
eral legislation governing labor re- 
lations on railroads made it im- 
perative that speedy action be 
taken against the color bars if the 
Negro worker is to keep his hold 
on jobs in the industry.
